As  I sat  in  the  cool  dark  room  clicking  through  six  carrousels  packed  with  slides,  I 
thought,  “How  lucky  am  I!”  It  was  a magical  experience,  and  for  that  period  of  time 
I was  transported  into  the  world  of  contemporary  watercolor  painting  with  its  broad 
range  of  styles  and  individualism.  Since,  as  you  know,  every  juried  show  is  unique, 
this  one  suited  my  particular  tastes  and  interests  and  should  not  be  taken  as  gospel.  I 
happen  to  like  bold,  simple  designs.  That  may  mean  a strong  abstract  structure  or  it 
may  mean  a compelling  subject.
